County Attorney John C. Duffy 
has joined Mayor Meacham in the 
war on Canada thistles. 

The law is plain and Sections 200 
and 201 of the Statutes impose 
fine of $5.00 for each failure to cut 
this vicious weed. 

Practically all of the thistles have 
been cut in the city limits and those 
found uncut Monday morning will 
subject the lot owners or lessees to 
a fine in every case. 

Non-resident owners will be 
reached through agents in control 
These thistles must be eradicated in 
the city. Some of the public roads 
leading into town are already thick- 
ly lined with these purple blossomed 
nuisances and are even now floating 
their ripened seed over adjoining 
farms and into the city limits. 

These thistles will subject, the 
county to prosecution and 
less cut within two miles of town 
the mayor will issue warrants and 
test the matter in the justices' 
courts. But County Attorney DufTy 
will make this hardly necessary, 
he is going after those who are 
raising thistles on their. Arms, The 
following formal notice is published 
by his authority: 

Thistle Order. 

The attention of land-owners and 
lessees of Christian county is hereby 
called to the fact that under the 
laws of the State of Kentucky (Sec. 
2m and 201, Kentucky Statutes) 
they are required to cut and prevent 
the weed known as Canada Thistle 
from growing on their ijremi.sLy, 
fine of $5.00 is impo^^-Ml f<.r . 
offense, and notice is liercby p 
to all who have the said thistle gi 
ing either in their fields, along their 
fence rows or on their side of the 
public roads, that if same are not 
cut by July 25, 1906, that I will prc- 
ceed to have warrants issued in all 
cases where said thistle is allowed to 
grow after said date and will enforce 
the law in regard to same against 
each and every one without discrim- 
nation.

The total number of deaf in the 
United States is given as 89,287, of 
whom 37,426 were totally deaf and 
51,861 partially deaf.

'or five years back. He also says 
hat the bondsmen of the dilTerent 
;herifTs are liable for it, to say m.th- 
ngof the interest that should be 
paid for the use of it for so many 
s. He is confident that the 
court will render judgment in the 
county's favor. If the penalty be- 
longs to the sheriff any one can 
readily see that it would be big 
money for the sheriff not to pusli 
his collections before the time Uni- 
ted by law, as the fewer taxes col- 
lected the greater the amount in the 
way of penalties that goes into the 
sheriff's pocket. This is so very 
plain that even a blind man can see 
it. If Mr. Duffy properly construes 
the law and recovers the large 
amount heretofore diverted to per- 
sonal use, he will have the gratitude 
of every taxpayer in the county. He, 
of course, will have the fight of his 
life, but he is prepared for it. There 
are so many men who have reveled 
the fat of office that they are 
bound to enter the arena against 
the champion of the people's rights. 
The struggle may be long and stub- 
born, but Mr. Duffy is not the man 
to surrender or compromise. It 
will be the fight to a finish. 

Mr. Duffy has al.s.. unc.^. rd an- 
other scheme that has witKi .1 U) the 
letriment of the peo[)le. He has 
tiled abill of e.\ception3 in the coi 
court, and seeks to recover .$800 of 
the people's money that haa been 
paid to the county aaaflMor for two 
years for listing the county polls.

A half-bushel of sawdust, a dn!=h 
nf chemical solution and fifteen po- 
tatoes carefully enveloped with the 
sawdust will ennble the average 
householder to grow a bushel of 
tubers on his housetop or in his 
eel ar within sixty days. This pro- 
cess has boon disco vorcd and elabor- 
ated by W. U. Dai'Ht, of Great Falls, 
Mont. iVlniTcver, the grower will 
have no potato biigs tocontemi with, 
ho will hiu'i- nr) turninj^' out of the 
soil at certain intervals, atul there 
will be no contest with grub-worms. 
The product of Mr. Darst's process 
is termed the "vineless potato" from 
the fact that, grown under these 
apparently unnatural conditions, 
there is no surface vegetation. Be- 
cause of this each potato in the saw- 
dust is enabled to produce at least 
twelve normal-sized tubers. 

At the Oakland Plaza, in the rear 
of the Oakland hotel, in Chicago, 
Mr. Darst disclosed the methods of 
growing potatoes by k!a {^rstem. 
Operating on the theory that the 
presence of surface vegetation was 
only a method of securing nourish- 
ment and in reality sapped the vital- 
ity of the lubtr, Mr. Diirst experi- 
mented more than six years and 
found he could overcome this seem- 
ingly natural course on the part of 
the plant by supplying it artificially 
with its needs. 

By employing sawdust, peat, 
straw or any other earth product 
that would permit of the circulation 
of air, moisture and heat and the 
application of solutions of various 
salts he discovered that a single po- 
tato would multiply itself by attach- 
ing to itself from twelve to sixteen 
other potatoes of approximately the 
same dimensions without throwing 
off any of its energy above ground. 

Packed in loosely, arranged bins 
permitting the free access of air and 
arranging in rows six inches above 
each other, with an allowance of one 
cubic foot of sawdust to the s 
ling, Mr. Darst has demonstrated 
the rapidity of growth and the pro- 
portions that the potatoes may at- 
tain by showing that within aixty 
days fifteen potatoes will produce a 
bushel. In the character of his 
experiments and the success that has 
attended upon them Mr. Darst has 
the indorsement of Luther Burbank, 
the eminent horticulturist and bo- 
tanist. — Exchange.

Paris, July 12.— Alfred Dteyfus 
was today completely acquitted of 
the charges on which he was con- 
demned as a traitor, dismissed from 
the army and imprisoned on Devil's 
Island, and regarding which France 
has been torn for years by the most 
bitter political and racial agitation. 

His vindication is two-fold, the Su- 
preme Court first announcing a de- 
cision establishing the entire inno- 
cence of the accused man and the 
Ministry later deciding to present 
an urgent bill in Parliament re- 
storing Dreyfus to the army with 
advanced rank and otherwise giving 
reparation. 

The decision of the court was a 
foregone conclusion. Exhaustive in- 
quiries had completely demolished 
the accusation against Dreyfus, 
showing that the real culprit was 
Major Count feterhazey. The de- 
cision therefore annulled the con 
demnation of the Reimes court 
martial and ordered that the ac 
quittal be posted and published 
throughout France. 

Tonight the ministers held a pro 
tracted special session at the Elysee 
Palace under President Fallieres and 
determined on the Government's 
course. Two bilLs were formulated 
which will be introduced in the 
Chamber of Deputies tomorrow, 
conceminiT respectively Dreyfus and 
Col. Picquart. The object is to re- 
store both to the ranks thagr would 
have held if they had serv«d con- 
tinuously in the army. Or«yfus 
consequently will be nominated a 
Major with eventual early promo- 
tion to Lieutenant Colonelahip. 
Picquart will immediately become 
Brigadier General. Dreyfus name 
also will be inscribed for the list of 
the Legion of Honor, but he will 
not be directly nominated to that 
distinction.

The bowlder was 
in the shape of an altar, and had 
been carved by the Indians with fig- 
ures of men, bears, wolves, snakes 
and strangest of all, a kangaroo.

None Too Young to Toil. 

When women's wrappers are paid 
for at the rate of forty-nine cents a 
dozen, and silk waists at eight cents 
each, it is easy to understand why 
even the help of tiny children must 
be called upon to earn a pittance for 
the makers. If the children can do 
no more than thread needles or pull 
out bastings their assistance is pre- 
cious, if they are intelligent enough 
to sew on buttons, or make button 
holes, their help is more precious 
still. As soon as baby lingers can 
move intelligently, they play an in- 
creasingly important part in tht 
household. 

ri.s i!:- redib!e, I know, to talk 
of an infant three years old working, 
and some may regard the statement 
that such little ones do work as a 
sensational exaggeration. But it is 
literally true, as is proved by the 
testimony of witnesses of unim- 
peachable character. A baby three 
years old can straighten out tobacco 
leaves or stick the stamens of arti- 
ficial flowers through the petals. A 
chijd of four can put the covers on 
paper boxes, or even help to paste 
them. A child from four to six years 
of age can pull out bastings and sew 
on buttons. A child of ei^lit can 
make artificial flowers almost as well 
as an adult, and can make paper 
bags just as well, and almost as 
quickly. Many a girl from eight to 
twelve years old can finish boys' 
knee- pants" as well as her mother. 
In our greatest and richest city, 
babies who should be in the kinder- 
gartens have been compelled to work 
in such occupations as I have de> 
scribed, and others of like nature. 
- JohnSpargo in Woman's Home 
Companion for July. 

A congress of the greatest im- 
portance to the world in general has 
been conducting its deliberations 
modestly and quietly in the Italian 
capital. We refer to the Interna- 
tional Postal Congress, whose con- 
clusions have been a useful and prac- 
tical contribution to international- 
ism, says "Review of Reviews." In 
the first place the international letter 
weight unit has been raised from 
half an ounce to an ounce, making,' 
the rate five cents (or its equivalent 
in the money of other countries) for 
the first ounce and three centB for 
each additional ounce. There is 
also to be the equivalent of an in- 
ternational stamp, in the form of an 
international postal order, for five 
cents, which will be exchangeable 
for a stamp of the same value in 
any country of the union, - this for 
return postage. 



And Penalty For Failure , to 
Have Same Complied With 



Under a law enacted by the 
legislature, which became effec-> 
tive March M laat, an oath^vas pro- 
vided for all an>lk»nti (dr teadbera' 
certificates and a heavy peaalty fix- 
ed for the f.iilure of the proper ofll- 
cials to see that the provisions of 
the act were complied with. 

The oath is as follows: "I do sol- 
emly ewear (or affirm) that I have 
not had access, directly or indirectly, 
to ^ state board or other queationa 
to be tised in this examination,, and 
thaC I have no personal knowledge 
of any unlawful usage of the afore- 
said questions by any person or per- 
sons, which knowledge I have not 
communicated to the grand jury, 
county attorney or county superin- 
tendent of schools c f the county in 
which the aforesaid person or per- 
sons did unlawfully [use or attempt 
to use said questions." 

The instructions sent out by the 
State Superintendent of Public In- 
structions, received by County Sup- 
erintendent Gray, are as follows: 
"Any Superintendent of Public Jn- 
struction or County Superintwl^"^ 
of common sdiools or Board 
aminers for teachers' county or 
State certificates or State diplomas 
failing to comply with the provis- 
ions of the act shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction 
thereof, shall be fined in a sum of 
not less than fifty dollars nor more 
thai one hundred dollars for each 
oflfense." 



Notice to Taxpayers. 

All taxpayers whose taxes are not 
paid on the first day of November 
shall be deemed delinquent, and 
such taxes shalfhear interest at the 
rate of six per cent, per annum from 
the first day of November until 
paid. 

Within fifteen days after any tax- 
payer becomes delinquent the sher- 
\fl of the county where the property 
liable, shall make and certify to 
the county clerk a list of all such de- 
linquents, the property a.'^sessed. and 
amount of tax, penalty and in- 
terest due the State, countj or dis- 
trict, and the date when interest be- 
gins, which he is authorized to col- 
lect, which list shall be by the clerk 
filed in his office and recorded. 

The county clerk shall, within ten 
days after this list is filed, issue a 
tax warrant against each delinquent 
in the name of the Commonwealth 
li Kentucky. 

The tax warrant shall be directed 
to the sheriff of the county in which 
the list is recorded, commanding 
him to collect of the delinquent the 
tax, interest, penalty and cost, and 
if not paid on demand, to distrain 
and sell the estate of the delinquent, 
or the estate owned by him at the 
time the assessment was made, not- 
withstanding the existence of any 
lien upon the same.

The postmaster general has issued 
an order to go into etl'ect August 1, 
rescinding th<; regulation under 
which patrons of rural free mail 
boxes are compelled to purchase 
boxes from one of the two hundred 
listed manufacturers who have put 
on the markec SCO different styles of 
boxes, approved by the department, 
costing from 50 cents to $4 each. 
Patrons of rural boxes will be per- 
mittet to construct their own boxes 
provided that in doing so they con- 
form to the requirements of the 
department as to size, durability, 
safety and protection of the weatii-

the healthful pastime of cjvTcni 
that worm or bug. 

Don't use hens to raise chicks, but 
brooders. And let the chicks run 
loose where they *ill if -you want 
fine young fellows, good bone and 
fine feathers. 

You can't have the same results, 
with the same fowd, with chicks shut 
in a park as those running loose. 

After a hen is fully matured she 
can stand confinement better, but 
nature never intended her feet to be 
idle. 

A hen running at large consnineiB 
less feed, lays more eggs, and 'Itas 
much more style and feathers richer. 
We have tried this plan. Now for 
moulting. I would ahut them up in 
July (last week) in very small quar- 
ters and short rations, just enough 
to keep them alive, and take off all 
the fat. After about 12 or lo days 
of this kind of treatment, give a lit- 
tle more feed, a little cut grass for 
5 days, then more feed, and a couple 
of hours running to grass for three 
days; then half a day's sun; after 
that let them go and feed well. 
Good corn is my best feed, but it 
must be good, souncj corn. 

Now watch the old feathers fly 
and the new glossy ones come. You 
have new, beautiful plumage, and 
you soon have them ready with new 
clothes for the show room.^ 

Always have plenty of go^ water 
for them. Fowls suffer more for 
the want of water than feed, but 
can go a long time without oither 
and live. 

Last November we missed a fine 
Buff Orpington hen. As she was . 
one of my best layers, I huntetl, aa 1 
supposed, every place for her.
